The director of the Board of Pu blic welfare in 
Washington, 
D. C., has ordered 
that du ring the 
period when Harry F. Sinclair is a prisoner in the 
local institu tion 
he not only may not be seen, bu t 
that newspaper men shall be barred from the jail. 
If there is any thing more lik ely to cau se disrespect 
for ou r cou rts, ou r laws and ou r officials than the 
failu re to gain a conv iction in the face of ov er­ 
whelming ev idence against a wealthy cu lprit, it is 
the fav oritism shown men of wealth if they finally 
are forced into confinement as other men. 
Ou r jails are pu blic institu tions, they are not 
priv ate affairs, ru n at the caprice of any official. 
The official is there, as the representativ e of 
the 
people, to carry ou t their wishes, and the people 
desire to k now whether their wishes are being car­ 
ried ou t. 
This is one of the prime reasons why 
representativ es of the jou rnals, throu gh whom the 
people learn of the conditions, hav e access to su ch 
places. 
If there was nothing to conceal abou t the incar­ 
ceration of Sinclair, the 
jailer 
wou ld 
be 
glad, 
u ndou btedly , to hav e the people k now all abou t it, 
bu t the v ery fact that he does bar the door shows 
there is something ex traordinary tak ing place. 
This 
man, who has barred the door to protect Harry 
Sinclair, was u nder fire last Nov ember for giv ing a 
prisoner a v acation in ord er to break the monotony 
of an 1 8 months sentence. 
This prisoner was Daniel 
J. Steel, a wealthy stock brok er of Johnston, Penn 
sy lv ania, conv icted of a Volstead v iolation. 
In spite 
of the order to bar new spaper men, howev er, news 
throu gh the “grapev ine” rou te, is to the effect that 
Sinclair, who is assigned to the d ru g departm ent, is 
spending more time following the New Aork stock 
mark ets than filling capsu les. 
If this be the case, does any one imagine that 
any other particu lar of the treatm ent, in respect to 
food and other matters, is observ ed by the jailer? 
We are not believ ers in harsh penalties. 
We are 
not insisting that in this case he shou ld be “ treated 
rou gh,” bu t what we do insist on is that he shou ld 
be treated as other men are treated, so that he, as 
others, may respect au thority . 
No man shou ld hav e 
a special priv ilege, regardies.« of his wealth, to set 
aside the constitu tion anci law.

But it is easy to see that a country cannot increase its wealth 
merely by increasing its money. 
Suppose, by some magic, ev ery­ 
body found ou t, tomorrow morning, that he had twice as much 
money as he has tonight. 
That would make ev erybody suddenly 
feel rich. 
Bu t there wou ld be no more things for money to buy; 
so each dollar wou ld bu y only about half as much as before. 
To be sure, if you get a raise of fiv e dollars a week in wages, 
and if the gov ernment is not inflating the currency, those fiv e 
dollars mean to you more potatoes, shoes, books, or something else. 
And for you. that is certainly real wealth. 
But it is different with a nation. 
No nation can increase its 
wealth by increasing its money. 
The real wealth of a nation is not 
in money, but in copper, machines, railroads, mines, forests, houses. 
We should beware of any plan to turn oat money more 
rapidly than we turn out real wealth. 
That is inflation. 
And 
that hurts ev erybody, especially wage-earners.
